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Polls show Tisei edging ahead; Moulton campaign defends voting record

TEWKSBURY - WILMINGTON - A 
new Emerson College poll released 
Tuesday showed that Richard Tisei has 
captured a narrow lead over Seth 
Moulton, (41 percent to 39 percent) in 
the race for the 6th Congressional dis- 
trict seat. 

Though Moulton soundly defeated 18 
year incumbent John Tierney in the 
September Democratic primary, he 


now trails Tisei by two points - a major 
turn around from an earlier September 
Emerson poll that showed Moulton up 
44 percent to Tisei’s 36 percent. 

The Emerson College poll also identi- 
fied an “enthusiasm gap” growing 
between the candidates, with 50 per- 
cent of Tisei supporterssaying* they 
were very enthusiastic about the race, 
compared to 34 percent of Moulton sup- 
porters. 

Pollsters hypothesized that the enthu- 
siasm of Tisei supporters may be 
attributed to the open seat, and 


Republican enthusiasm to win this par- 
ticular congressional race for the first 


time in 18 years. Tisei lost the 6th 


District to Tierney in 2012 by a mere 
1%. The Emerson Poll was conducted 
September 26-29 of 429 likely voters, 
with a margin of error of +/-4.68% 

The’ Emerson college poll reflects an 
internal poll released by the Tisei cam- 
paign Monday that showed Tisei lead- 
ing by one point. -

Schools Are Now Considered Level 1 
on Accountability Index

:“ WILMINGTON - With the embargo lifted on last year’s 
“MCAS results, both the Wilmington High School and the 
‘Woburn Street School have been moved to Level 1 on the 
‘annual state Progress and Performance Index (PPI) which 
tmeasures the achievements of schools and students. Level 1 
‘is the highest rank a school can achieve on this index, with 
Level 5 being the lowest. Wilmington is considered a Level 2 
‘District, and all the other schools in town maintained their 
*Level 2 standing. 
* A school’s accountability level is determined by the PPI, 
twhich is in turn determined by factors including the CPI in 
‘English language arts, math, and science, growth and 
rimprovement as measured by the Student Growth 
Percentiles in language arts and math, and the graduation 
‘and drop-out rates of the high school. 
: “It is a very complicated formula that the state has come 
pup with,” Superintendent Mary DeLai said. “The big picture 
lis that we all have goals that we have to meet and the 
progress from Level 2 to Level 1 means that those schools 
‘met their target. The other schools still progressed, but they 
4 ‘didn’t hit that target.” 
' The accountability level of a school is used to determine 
‘how much involvement the state my need to take in monitor- 
ing and guiding a school so that the students will be able to 
‘hit the requirements needed. 
| “The way that the accountability levels work is that most 
‘of the schools are level 1 and level 2,” said DeLai. “They 
‘receive very little involvement and monitoring from upper 
j levels. It’s only when you get below level 2 that you start to 
‘receive real involvement from the state.” 
- For a school to move from Level 2 to Level 1 it must have 
san MCAS participation rate of 95% or higher, and an aggre- 
tigate cumulative PPI of 75% or higher. 
! Each school district receives both an annual PPI, and a 
cumulative one which is measured off of an accumulative 
calculation after four years.

BILLERICA - Massachusetts Bike, 
the Somerville Historic Preservation 
Commission, the Middlesex Canal 
Commission and the Middlesex Canal 
Association will sponsor the 12th annu- 
al bicycle tour of the canal which was 
the "big dig” of late 18th century 
Massachusetts. 

Completed in 1803 after 10 years of 
construction, the Middlesex Canal con- 
nected the Merrimack River, west of 
what is now Lowell, with the Charles 
River at Sullivan Square _ in 
Charlestown and came _ through 
Woburn, Wilmington and other area 
communities. 

The canal provided passenger and 
freight service for 50 years. It pio- 
neered many innovations and in many 
ways served as a model for later 
canals, notably including the Erie 
Canal. 

The group will meet at 9 a.m. by the 
canal marker at the Sullivan Square 
MBTA station. From there participants 
will ride about 28 miles to the Mill 
Village and Canal Museum by the 
Concord River Millpond in North 
Billerica.

125 years ago... 


Schamiel McIntosh and the Meigs Railway

Some 125 years ago, | a pro- 
totype monorail system was 
built in East Cambridge. 
Known as the Meigs 
Railway, it was designed to 
be an urban transit system. 

The inventor, Josiah “Joe” 
Vincent Meigs, sought to 
build a rail transit system 
that was much safer than 
the railway cars of the day. 
Meigs _had_ considerable 
backing on the project. 

There were many people 
who worked on the project. 
One of. them was Schamiel 
McIntosh of Wilmington. 

McIntosh was a blacksmith - 
in Wilmington Square. He 
was born in New Orleans, 
Louisiana in 1865 and was 
brought to Wilmington as a 
very young child. His father, 
Capt. George McIntosh, was 
a ship captain . from 
Friendship, Maine. One ship 
that he captained was named the 
Schamiel. During the Civil War, he 


‘worked on the docks in New Orleans as 


a stevedore, in charge of loading ships. 

Meigs was born in South Carolina in 
1840. His father was a Tennessee judge, 
loyal to the United States. When the 
Civil War broke out in 1861, the family 
moved to New York. He became an 
Army captain, and was an early advo- 
cate of black troops. After the war, Joe 
Meigs moved to Washington, where he 
met Gen. Benjamin Butler, then a 
Congressman. Butler encouraged 
Meigs to move to Lowell. 

Meigs invented a monorail steam 
train with diagonally mounted drive 
wheels. Where other trains using a 
flange wheel system would jump the 
tracks, Meigs’ monorail was quite sta- 
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Billerica in time for people who wants 
to catch the 3:07 p.m. train back to 


Boston. The ride will then follow the 
northern section of the canal another 
10 miles to Lowell in time to catch the 
5 p.m. train back from there. 
The ride will be an easy one for most 
cyclists.

ble. He put together a corporation for 
the monorail, and Benjamin Butler 
became president. Butler was a Lowell 
attorney who became a Civil War gen- 
eral. He was possibly the link between 
Meigs and Mcintosh. 

During the Civil War, Butler had 
become the military administrator of 
New Orleans. The Southerners hated 
him, calling him “Beast Butler.” 

Butler needed someone who could 
load ships with cargo, a job that 
required loyalty to the Union, and a 
knowledge of loading ships. The man 
he found for that job was Capt. 
McIntosh. 

McIntosh’s wife Mary Ann eventually 
fled to the North. It is said she took a 
riverboat up the Mississippi with her 
five small children, carrying a 
Derringer pistol in her bodice. She 
came to Wilmington, where they owned 
some land. 

After the Civil War, Butler was elect- 
ed to Congress. In 1880, he was elected 
governor of Massachusetts. 

By 1885, Schamiel McIntosh was a 
strong young blacksmith, standing 
about six foot three. There is no record 
of exactly when he opened his black- 
smith shop in Wilmington, but he did 
very well in business. At the time of the 
Wilmington fire of 1903, he owned a 
complex of several shops at the corner 
of Main and Church streets.

It was in the late 1880s that “Meigs 
built the prototype for his elevated rail- 
way. It was primarily in> East 
Cambridge, but it crossed the Charles 
River into Boston. It was built almost 
entirely of steel, and he needed a 
blacksmith, or many blacksmiths, to 
build his monorail. 

With Gen. Benjamin Butler as "the 
president of the railway, ‘young 
Schamiel McIntosh might have had an 
inside track on the railway job. ~ 

McIntosh was also close with ‘Dr. 
France Hiller, the “Casket Lady,” and it 
is possible that his business sutcess 
was through her. In 1892, he married 
Agnes Mathinson, the niece of - Dr. 
Henry and France Hiller. ‘ 

Meigs ran into considerable opposi- 
tion from other railroad interests: In 
the railroad business, political influ- 
ence was the name of the game} ‘and 
Meigs lost. His railway never became a 
reality. In gratitude, though, he pre- 
sented McIntosh an autographed photo 
of his railway train. In 1971, McIntosh’s 
niece, George M.A.M. Webber, loaned 
the photo to the Town Crier. ‘Ti 

Joe Meigs died in Charlestown on 
Nov. 144, 1907. McIntosh died in’ cy

The National Fire 
Protection Association 
(NFPA), the official sponsor 
of Fire Prevention Week 
(FPW) for more than 90 
years, is gearing up to offi- 
cially kick off this year’s 
campaign, October 5-11, 
2014. The theme is “Working 
Smoke Alarms Save Lives: 
Test Yours Every Month!” 

“Smoke alarms can help 
make the difference between 
life and death in a fire, but 
they need to be working,” 
said Lorraine Carli, NFPA’s 
vice president of Outreach 
and Advocacy. “This year’s 
Fire Prevention Week cam- 
paign reinforces the impor- 
tance of testing smoke 
alarms. each month, and 
works to ensure that people 
have the needed protection 
in the event .of a home fire.” 

Working smoke alarms cut 
the risk of dying in a home 
fire in half. While research 
shows that’*most U.S. homes 
have at least one smoke 
alarm, almost two-thirds of 
home fire deaths result from 
fires in ‘homes with -no 
smoke alarms or no working 
smoke alarms. 

“The common presence of 
smoke alarms in the home 
tends to create a false sense 
of security,” said Carli. 
“Simply having smoke 
alarms isn’t, enough. They 
need to be tested and main- 
tained properly.” 

In addition to monthly test- 
ing, smoke alarms should be 
installed and maintained as 
follows: 


-There should be at least 
one smoke alarm on every 
level of the home (including 
the’ basement), outside all 
sleeping areas and in every 
bedroom. 

-For smoke alarms that 
include a 10-year. non- 
replaceable battery, replace 
the entire smoke alarm if it 
begins to “chirp”, indicating 
that the battery is running 
low. For smoke alarms that 
use regular _ batteries, 


replacing the batteries once « 


a year is recommended, or 
before then if the battery 
begins to chirp. 

-All smoke alarms should 
be replaced every 10 years 
or sooner if they don’t 
respond properly when test- 
ed. 

-For: the best protection, 
smoke alarms should be 
interconnected, so that 
when one alarm sounds, 
they all do.

Investment in Youth Foundation: 


As many Wilmington residents know, the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen recently contacted the custodian of 
records for the Investment in Youth Foundation (“ITYF”), in 
order to request copies of certain corporate records and the 
organization’s conflict of interest policy. Rather than sim- 
ply provide the requested items, this matter has been 
referred to the organization’s counsel, Attorney Natalie 
Hoppel. Follow-up discussions between Attorney Hoppel 
and the Town Manager, as well as with Wilmington’s Town 
Counsel, were not particularly productive. I remain opti- 
mistic that Wilmington résidents who serve on the ITYF 
Board of Directors will intercede and simply instruct the 
business manager and its attorney to provide the requested 
records. 

In any event, I am informed that Attorney Hoppel.is con- 
cerned about whether I have a conflict of interest which pre- 
vents me from participating in the town’s efforts to obtain 
this documentation. For the record, I am a volunteer coach 
for Wilmington Youth Hockey, and I have a young son who 
plays hockey. I am not a member of the Board of Directors, 
nor am I a paid employee of any youth hockey organization. 
I have reviewed the applicable law, and there is no conflict. 

I find it ironic that I spend countless hours each year as a

Poll shows Baker and Coakley in dead heat 


Poll addresses ballot questions

BOSTON - In a poll released Monday, 
Suffolk University found that guberna- 
torial candidates. Democrat Martha 
Coakley and Republican Charlie Baker 
are less than one point apart in a poll 
of likely voters. 

Coakley, with 43.8 percent, and Baker, 
with 43.2 percent, are in a statistic 
dead heat, a feat in a state with a pre- 
dominate portion of he population reg- 
istered as democrats. Most other 
statewide contests are leaning heavily 
toward the democratic candidate. 

Hight percent were undecided. 

The survey by the Suffolk University 
Political Research Center in Boston 
shows Democrats leading by signifi- 
cant margins in contests for other con- 
stitutional offices and for the U.S. 
Senate. 

“Massachusetts is the quintessential 
Democratic State, 


and yet more ~ 


Republicans than Democrats have 
served as governor in the past 100 
years,” said David Paleologos, director 
of the Suffolk University Political 
Research Center. "The Coakley-Baker 
race is very close, and while the two 
candidates are fairly even in favorable 
ratings, Coakley’s unfavorables are 
much higher at 42 percent, compared 
to Baker’s 27 percent.” 

A majority of voters (53 percent) said 
that Coakley has done an excellent or 
good job as. attorney general, while 30 
percent said her performance was fair, 
and 14 percent poor. Forty-nine percent 
would expect her to raise taxes. 

Forty-seven percent of those polled 
said they trust Baker to stand up for 
women’s rights and the handling of 
issues important to women, and 47 per- 
cent said they didn’t think he was 
being condescending when’ he 
addressed a reporter as “sweetheart.” 

Casinos & other ballot questions 

Sane Sey, enowed agate for retain- 


ing the casino laws that now exist, with 
53 percent saying they would vote no 


‘on the ballot question that would pro- 


hibit casinos, 38 percent voting yes, 
and 9 percent undecided. 

Voters favored a question that would 
provide for up to 40 hours of paid sick 
time per year for all private and public 
Massachusetts workers, with 47 per- 
cent in favor, 35 percent opposed and 18 
percent undecided. 

They did not support expanding the 
Bottle Bill to require deposits on virtu- 
ally all beverage containers: 58 percent 
prefer to keep the deposit law as is; 34 
percent favor expansion; and 7 percent 
were undecided. 

A slight majority (51 percent) would 
vote no on Question 1, which would 
have the effect of retaining yearly 
adjustments of the state’s gas tax in 
accord with the Consumer Price Index, 
while 36 percent would eliminate index- 
ing, and 13 percent were undecided.

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Special Town Meeting, Article 17

Dear Editor, 

On October 7th, Tewksbury will hold a 
special town meeting beginning at 7pm at 
the Tewksbury Memorial High School 
(TMHS). Warrant article 17 provides for 
the discontinued use of the Common Core 
State Standards (CCSS) and the associat- 
ed assessment test known as PARCC 
(Partnership for Assessment of 
Readiness for College and Careers) and 
‘provides for the return use of the 2009 
“Massachusetts standards and MCAS. 

As one of the petitioners of article 17, I 
would like to share with you my motiva- 
‘tions. Two major factors are, 


~ 'j- The 10th amendment of the U.S. 


Constitution; "The powers not delegated 
to the United States by the Constitution, 
‘nor prohibited by it to the States, are 
‘reserved to the States respectively, or to 
the people." 

2-I believe... As a parent I am the first 
and most important teacher for my. child, 
As a parent I know best how my child 
learns, As a parent I possess a funda- 
mental competence to guide my child 
toward a career path or higher educa- 
tion, Not all children learn the same way 
or at the same rate, A K-12 education 
should teach the fundamentals, A K-12 
‘education should teach a child how to 
think; not what to think, A K-12 education 
should reflect my morals and ethical val- 
‘ues, A K-12 education should not focus on 
‘career or college readiness, but focus on 
teaching a child how to learn, so they can 
confidently meet any challenge that life 
‘presents, A K-12 public education is best 
accomplished under the local control of 
parents and local representatives, in col- 
laboration with teachers, Teachers who 
‘inspire and innovate are the key to edu- 
cation reform, And I believe in the indi- 
‘vidual. 

Also, I believe that the federal govern- 
ment's Race To The Top (RTTT) grant 
program and the Comimon Core State 
Standard Initiative (CCSSI) are in oppo- 
‘sition to what I believe as stated above, 
and are in violation of the U.S. 
Constitution. They are also in violation of 
three federal laws that prohibit the feder- 
al government from guiding the educa- 
tional curriculum of the states, as high- 
lighted in article 

17. Education has and should always be 
reserved to the people, i.e. local control. 


The Common Core Initiative is designed : 


to transform our educational system 
from one of local and state control, to one 
of federal control in cooperation with big 
business. Your child will no longer be 
treated as an individual, but as a com- 
amodity to be sold to corporations for the 
sbenefit of the global economy. 

cvAs the common core initiative contin- 
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ues to be implemented, teachers will be 
made nothing more than facilitators, 
teaching to the test. Many local teachers 
unions, including the Tewksbury 
Teachers Association, opposed common 
core because it makes teachers responsi- 
ble for student performance and gives 
them no authority to implement changes 
in their classrooms. While at the same 
time, it absolves those responsible for the 
standards and assessments from being 
held accountable for students' failures. 
Massachusetts has spent $100 billion of 


* tax payer dollars over a 20 year period to- 


develop Massachusetts' state standards 
and the MCAS test that propelled 
Massachusetts' education to number one 
in the nation. Massachusetts owns and 
controls these standards. And yet, in 2010 
the Massachusetts Board of Education, 
along with our Governor, and without leg- 
islative approval or public hearings, 
decided to implement the Common Core 
standards before they were even 
released. As a result of signing onto the 
CCSSI, Massachusetts was granted $250 
million RTTT funds for implementation. 
It has been estimated that it will cost 
Massachusetts at total of $350 million to 
fully implement CCSSI, not to mention 
the additional cost to local school dis- 
tricts for the unfunded mandates associ- 
ated with Common Core; such as profes- 
sional development, new textbooks and 
instructional materials, testing and data- 
tracking systems. Who is going to pay for 
the huge expense? You and I. 

Stafes cannot make any changes to the 
Common. Core standards because they 
are jointly owned and copy righted by the 
National Governors Association (NGA) 
and the Council of Chief State School 
Officers (CCSSO). Because of this, states 
must relinquish control of educational 


‘standards: to these organizations. The 


NGA and CCSSO license the standards to 
the states with the condition that the 
states implement 100% of the standards. 
Now that the Common Core standards 
and PARCC tests have been made avail- 
able, there is no evidence that the 
Common Core standards and PARCC are 
close to being as good as_ the 
Massachusetts standards and MCAS 
respectively. The money required. to 
implement. these standards and_assess- 
ments could have been better used to 
improve upon. what Massachusetts 
already had while keeping local control 
of our educational system. * 
’ The PARCC assessments are computer 
based, placing more financial burdens on 
school districts already struggling finan- 
cially, as well as those that do not have 
the infrastructure to administer the tests. 
Although provisions have been made for 


school districts that lack the infrastruc- 
ture to administer the computerized test, 
by providing a paper and'pencil version, 
it still comes with additional cost finan- 
cially to the schools and students are left 
unable to take advantage of the so called 
benefits of the computerized version of 
the test. Massachusetts is in the final 
year of a 2-year test drive for PARCC. As 


a result, school districts have been asked 


to. choose: between using MCAS or 
PARCC for this school year. Tewksbury is 
one of 180-school districts that have cho- 
sen PARCC; where as 130 others have 
opted to continue with MCAS. 

Warrant article 17 gives the residents of 


-Tewksbury a voice to air their concerns 


and their desire to maintain local control 
over their child's education. If Article 17 
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communities in Massachusetts that they 
are not alone in their opposition to 
Common Core and the federalization of 
education; and it will give them the 
courage to take a similar public stand to 
keep education local. Also, adoption of 
article 17 will show that town meeting 
can be used to provide “we the people” a 
platform to inform our local school com- 
mittee members and those on Beacon 
Hill of “the will of the people” when all 
other avenues seem to produce no 
results. 

There have been many informational 
forums held across Massachusetts where 
people on both sides of this issue were 
asked to present facts to support their 
position on common core. Most of the 
time proponents .of common core 
declined to .participate, and those that 
did, presented weak arguments to sup- 
port their position. Many of these forums 
were video taped and can be found on 
You Tube. 

The. opponents of common core have 
presented factual evidence to support 
their claims: That common core is a one- 
size-fits-all approach to learning; It is a 
fundamentally flawed experiment; It rep- 
resents a loss of local control of educa- 
tion; Common core standards are not 
internationally benchmarked; Common 
core standards are age and developmen- 
tally inappropriate; Common Core-stan- 
dards do not support STEM; Common 
core will be costly to states and taxpayers 
to implement; The benefits cited by pro 
Common Core people are unproven and 
mostly untested, and are being: tested 
right now on our kids. 

Would you please join me in attending 
the October 7th Tewksbury special town 
meeting and vote to. adopt article 17?

WOBURN - The CBS national report 
focused on it two nights ago.

On July 18, 1776, after the Declaration of 
Independence was first read to the citizens 
of Boston from the balcony of the Old State 
House, patriotic Bostonians pulled down the 
original lion and unicorn statues and burned 
them in a bonfire. When the building was 
first restored in 1881-82, wooden copies were 
installed, but these had rotted so badly by 
the turn of the century that they were 
replaced: by. the current statues, constructed 
of hammered copper over steel armatures.

‘Once a disreputable "sweep" gets into your home, they may 
make unnecessary claims for expensive and immediate repairs 
and create a sense of urgency with threats of house fire or car- 
‘bon monoxide leaks. threats intended to frighten you into 
action. ne 
' “Kyery fall, when oensueteers are preparing their homes for 

Bi winter months, there are unscrupulous chimney sweep busi- 
Sse that solicit work either in-person or through direct 
nai, ” said Paula Fleming, vice president of the local BBB. “It 
extremely important for homeowners to do their research 
sire allowing just any chimney business to inspect their 
home. The best way to avoid a scam is to research a business 


through bbb.org and contact them directly.” 

Homeowners should be aware of individuals knocking on their 
door offering a deal on a chimney cleaning service because 
they happened to be in the neighborhood. The chimney sweep 
may look legitimate, spend some time around the chimney, but 
will take a payment and leave without making any repairs or 
real inspections. These scammers will also take deposits for 
future appointments and never return as promised. 

BBB recommends asking any chimney service technician the 
following questions to ensure they are credible: 

*How long has the chimney sweep been in business? 

¢Does the business offer current references? 

*Does the business have unresolved complaints filed with 
either the local Better Business Bureau or the Massachusetts 
Attorney General's Office? 

*Does the business or individual carry a valid business liabil-

against accidents? 

*Does the business maintain professional credentials? Will a 
Certified Chimney Sweep be on the job site? 

BBB urges homeowners to avoid chimney scams by consider- 
ing the following tips: 


eDon’t feel pressured by sales tactics. If an unsolicited chim- 
ney sweep or repairman shows up to your door offering. dis- 
count services or claims that there is an issue before actually 
inspecting the chimney, do not feel pressured into allowirlg 
them into your home or on your roof. Contact a chimney sery- 
ice on your own or get referrals from people you trust. ; 

*Require photo or video proof. If repairs are suggested, agk 
for photo/video proof of the recommended repairs and do not 
feel pressured into allowing work to begin immediately. Malte 
sure the photo has things in it than you can identify as your 
house or ask for photos with enough background so thas mau 
can clearly tell that is your home. 

*Don't accept broken debris as evidence of a needed repair 
That rubble may not be from your chimney. Ask to see what js 
broken or collapsed and have them show you. If they can see 
the needed repairs - you should be able to as well. 

*Do your homework, Educate yourself about reputable chith: 
ney services in your area using BBB’s Accredited Businegs 
Directory. Research the products or repairs specific to yo 
fireplace and chimney before the service person arrives.

Polls show Tisei edging ahead; Moulton voting record in question

survey of. 400 voters was 
conducted Sept. 22-24 and 
has margin of error of 4.9 
percent. 

~The poll showed that jobs 
and taxes continue to be 
the top concern for voters; 
30% identify the economy 
fo be the top issue in the 
élection. National security 
Worries are also on peo- 
ple’s minds - 23% identify 
defense and ISIS as the 
most important issue, a 
jump of 8% since the previ- 


ous poll. The increased 
focus on security appears 
to benefit Tisei. Ironically, 
52% of those who view 
defense/ISIS as the top pri- 
ority support Tisei, as com- 
pared to 32% who support 
Moulton, who is an Iraq 
war veteran. Tisei also 
leads Moulton 46% to 33% 
on the issue of jobs and 
taxes. 

_ Along party lines, Tisei 
holds an edge with inde- 
pendents - a key demo- 


graphic group —_ that 
accounts for 57% of the dis- 
trict’s eligible voters. 
Among Independents, Tisei 
tops Moulton 50% to 30%. 
A gender gap also exists 
among’ those polled. 
Women favor Moulton by 
eight points (42% to 34%) 
while men prefer Tisei by 
15 points (50% to 35%). 
More Democrats’ than 
Republicans remain unde- 
cided about the race (18% 
to 11%), perhaps fallout 
from Tierney supporters

the 2013 school year, the 
IT department has 
received 6,240 work 
orders, almost double the 
amount of work orders 
placed between the 2007- 
2008 school year.

WILMINGTON- Hundreds 
éfffanners from across the 
éauntry poured into 
Wilmington on Sunday to 
participate in the 10th 
Annual 5K/Half Marathon 
foatizrace, once again hosted 
by-the Wilmington Chamber 
of Commerce. 

“Both the 5K and _ half 
marathon pre-registration 
numbers dwarfed previous 
years, suggesting that the 
race. has become a major 
destination site for running 
- clubs, charitable groups, and 
casual runners. But even 
with. such far-flung partici- 
pants, the race maintained a 
major local flavor. 

A large part of that local 
flavor was owed _ to 
Wilmington resident’s 
Sweeping each of the top 
spots in this year’s race. The 
first place finisher in both 
the male and female half 
marathon, and in both the 
male and female 5K, were 
Wilmington residents.

finished with a final time of 
17:16 minutes, while 
Simonetta finished with a 
time of 19:47 minutes.

For Team Collier and Team 
Kelli, the race is a chance to 
celebrate the lives of the 
people they. love, and an 
opportunity to make sure 
that their legacy does not 
dim with the passing time. 
“We want to keep busy and 
keep his name in everyone’s 
mind,” said Rogers. “Even 
though he passed on, memo- 
ries.of him don’t.” 
It is this exact kind of com- 
munal connection — that 


Vallee and the other race 
organizers cherish so much. 

“We give them an outlet 
and a venue to come togeth- 
er,” Vallee said. “And that’s 
really what they want this to 
be about. One day when they 


all gather together and walk’

BURLINGTON - On a 
night when it seemed 
absolutely nothing was 


going to go right for them, 
the. Wilmington High 
Football team made sure 


_ they forced things to go their 


way. For the second week in 


a row they simply pounded 


their opposition into submis- 
overcoming an 
absolutely horrendous start 
to earn a thrilling 21-16 come 
from. behind. win: - over 
Burlington last Friday night 
at’ Victory Field in the 
Middlesex Freedom opener 
for both teams. 

The Wildcats, who. found 
themselves in an early 9-0 
hole after Burlington 
returned the opening kickoff 
95 yards for a touchdown 
and also converted a safety, 
uséd a powerful rushing 
attack to fight their way 
back into the game and 
eventually overtake the Red 
Devils to improve to 2-1 on 
the season. 

The Wildcats ran for an 
astounding 393 yards on the 
night, with three players 
rushing for over 100 yards, 
as senior Peter Daley (4 car- 
ries, 127 yards), senior 
Jomikeson Beray (15 car- 
ries, 114 yards) and sopho- 
more Matt Woods (20 car- 
ries, 110 yards) each topped 
the century mark in what is 
starting to become a run- 
rung game to be feared. 

; Wilmington has now 
rushed for 810 yards over the 
past two weeks, after rolling 
up 417 yards on the ground 
in ‘last week’s win over 
‘Arlington Catholic, and 
Wildcats coach Mike Barry 
feels like it could be a sign of 
thihgs to come. 

“Around the third game of 
thé season you start to devel- 
op your identity and I think 
that is the identity that we 
have,” Barry said. “We are 
going to make a commit- 
ment to (the running game). 
It. kind of helped settle us 
down a little after the way 
the game started. A lot of 
crédit goes to the offensive 
line and obviously the run- 
nirlg backs.”

fumbled on their first play 
from scrimmage, returning 


the ball to the Red Devils on 
the Wilmington 30-yard line. 
It looked like disaster was 
looming for the Wildcats, 
and when Burlington picked 
up a first down at the 17- 
yard line, it looked even 
worse. 

But Barry called a timeout 
before Burlington’s next 
play and extolled his players, 
reminding them forcefully 
that they could not do any- 
thing about what had 
already happened, but they 
could most certainly control 
what happened from that 
point on, starting by shut- 
ting down the Red Devils 
then and there. 

The Wildcats did just that, 
taking over on downs after 
senior Mike Carroccino, who 
also played well at quarter- 
back, broke up a fourth 
down pass in the end zone. 
But still, things did not start 
to go the Wildcats way 
immediately, as they were 
held to a three and out and 
then saw the long snap on 
the punt sail into the end 
zone where Burlington 
picked up a safety and a 9-0 
lead with 5:21 left in the first 
quarter. 

The Wildcats however, did 
not quit. Instead, they start- 
ed to pound the ball on the 
ground and got back in the 
game on a 52-yard run by 
Beray on the final play of 
the first quarter to pull with- 
in 9-6 after the failed two 
point conversion rush. 

“A lot of credit for that has 
to go to our on field leader- 
ship,” Barry said. “A kid 
like (guard) Austin Ferreira 
gets in the huddle and when 
he speaks, because he works 
so hard, the kids listen to 
him.” 

The Wildcats were still 
within 9-6 at the half, thanks 
to an acrobatic interception 
in the closing seconds of the 
half by senior Patrick Finn. 

“That was an unbelievable 
play by Pat Finn,” Barry 
said. “That got us into half- 
time settled down and feel- 
ing good. That was huge 
because we were still kind of 
reeling even though we had 
scored. He made that big 
play, but really everyone 
played well. We had a lot of 
kids step up.” : 

On their opening posses- 
sion of the second half, 
Wilmington would drive all 
the way to the Burlington 
seven yard line before com- 
ing up inches short on a 
fourth and one, but on their 
next possession they 
momentarily dispensed with 
the running game and it 
paid immediate dividends. 

On their first play of the 
possession, Carroccino hit 
senior tight end Joe Visalli 
with a 43-yard touchdown 
pass, hitting his receiver in 
stride at about the 20-yard 


line and watching him race 
the rest of the way up the 
right sideline to give the 
Wildcats the lead with 6:39 
left in the third quarter. 
Carroccino’s extra _ point 
rush made the score 14-9. 

The Wildcats extended 
their lead to 21-9 early in the

A. lieutenant in the 
Wilmington police depart- 
ment had a hand in compiling 
a state report in school safety 
and security, designed as a 
resource for school leaders 
and community members to 
enhance safety and. security 
procedures at schools 
throughout the Middlesex 
East readership area and 
across the state. 

The report was put togeth- 
er by the state’s Task Force on 
School Safety and Security. 
Assisting with the creation of 
the report was Wilmington 
Police Lt. Scott. Sencabaugh. 
Sencabaugh served as Senate 
Minority Leader Bruce Tarr’s, 
R-Gloucester, appointee to the 
task force. 

"We know that for our stu- 
dents to achieve at the highest 
level it is imperative that they 
feel safe at school each and 
every day," said Gov. Patrick 
in a statement. "The steps we 
are taking will help school dis- 
tricts build or enhance safety 
plans that work for them. We 
are fortunate to live in a state 
where everyone recognizes 
the value in working together 
on this issue." 

The report includes 29 rec- 
ommendations presented by 
the Task Force that will 
strengthen school safety and 
security. The Governor also 
announced the establishment 
of a state-level technical assis- 
tance team that will offer 
strategies for school districts 
to use to improve school safe- 
ty and security. The technical 
assistance team will be 
charged with helping school 
districts, at their request, cre- 
ate and/or enhance their 
school safety plans. This team 
of volunteers will consist of 
professionals from the educa- 
tion, mental health and law 
enforcement communities 
among others.

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The task force’s recom- 
méndations move beyond 
lockdown-only strategies. The 
report advocates civilian 
training, especially for teach- 
ers and staff. The report also 
recognizes the need for train- 
ing for situational response 
and the empowerment of indi- 
viduals to make life saving 
decisions. 

ALICE, which stands for 
Alert, Lockdown, Inform, 
Counter, Evaluate, was one of 
the reports recommendations. 

ALICE is already endorsed 
by law enforcement across the 
country and in line with rec- 
ommendations from the 
Federal Department of 
Education, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI), the Department of 
Homeland Security’ (DHS) 
and the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency 
(FEMA). 

Greg Crane, president and 
founder of the ALICE pro- 
gram commented, "This is a 
strong step forward for school 
safety in Massachusetts, rec- 
ognizing that a proactive, 
options-based approach is bet- 
ter suited for saving lives. 
Lieutenant Scott Sencabaugh 
(NEMLEC STARS 
Commander) and 
Detective/SRO Chip Yeaton 
(President of the 
Massachusetts Juvenile 
Police Officers Association) 
have been instrumental in 
school safety protocols in the 
state of Massachusetts." 
ALICE Training has already 
been brought to 130 K-12 
school districts and 150 law 
enforcement agencies across 
the state of Massachusetts. 

The creation of a new web- 
page dedicated to School 
Safety and Security on the 
Executive Office of Education 
website was also announce. 
The webpage will be a "one- 
stop shop" for school districts 
looking for resources and 
information related to school 
safety and security. 

In January, through 
Executive Order No. 548, 
Governor Patrick established 
a cross-Secretariat Task 
Force on School Safety and 
Security. The Task Force was 
charged with developing 
school safety and security 
guidelines that school dis- 
tricts could adapt and imple- 
ment to ensure that students 
and educators are safe in the 
event of an emergency situa- 
tion. The Task Force was co- 
chaired by the Secretaries of 
Education, Health and 
Human Services and Public 
Safety.

“THE EQUALIZER” 
oR 

“What did you used to be 
before you worked here?” 
asks a curious colleague at 
a: fictional Boston DIY 
superstore where Robert 
McCall (Denzel 
Washington) is whiling 
away his retirement. 

“A Pip,” he deadpans 
before busting out some 
very impressive dance 
moves. It’s not easy to imag- 
ine any of the Expendables 


impersonating one _ of 
Gladys Knight’s backing 
group so effortlessly. 


Then again, Washington 
isn’t your typical action 
hero. Of course, he can 
scrap, shoot and walk slow- 
ly. away from an explosion 
with the best of them. But 
this hugely talented screen 
actor has always packed his 
biggest punch in a film’s 
quieter moments. 

So it’s not too surprising 
director Antoine Fuqua 
(with whom Washington 
won an Oscar for Training 
Day) takes his time getting 
to ‘the first shootout. The 
first half of this entertaining 
movie is a character study 
of a pre-vigilante McCall - 
the trenchcoat-wearing 
Equalizer played by Edward 
Woodward in the 1980s TV 
Series. 

**In an early scene, he 


times every aspect of his 
morning routine with a 
stopwatch. Of course, this 
obsessive-compulsive disor- 
der could be his way of deal- 
ing with one of two stan- 
dard-issue back stories - the 
job that went wrong or the 
dead wife/kid. 

But it’s not quite as sim- 
ple as that. McCall does 
indeed have a dead wife. 
But instead of plotting 
revenge, he honours her 
memory by ploughing 
through classic novels in an 
all-night diner. 

These are the few 
remaining books in the Top 
100 list she was working her 
way through when she died. 


They all seem tailor-made 


for an ex-black ops killer 
considering a late-in-life 
career move into the vigi- 
lante business. 

The Old Man And The 
Sea, he tells teenage hooker 
and fellow nighthawk Elina 
(Chloe Moretz), is about a 
man who “met his greatest 
adversary when he thought 
that part of his life was 
over”. 

Don Quixote, meanwhile, 
is about “a man who wants 
to bé a knight, even though 
he lives in a time when 
there are no knights”. 

McCall receives his first 
quest after Elina is battered

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pimp. It takes him just 28 
seconds to dispatch the 
Russian and his goons using 
gun, fist, garrotte and 
corkscrew. 

It turns out the pimp was 
working for a Russian oli- 
garch called Pushkin who 
has most of the Boston 
police on his _ payroll. 
Pushkin sends Russian psy- 
cho and McCall adversary 
Teddy to hunt him down. 

Clearly, McCall must 
pull out all his “special 
skills” to bring down this 
evil angel. Bent cops are 
roughed up, stash houses 
are raided and goons equal- 
ized one at a time. 

It’s all rollickingly enter- 
taining - if increasingly pre- 
posterous - stuff. 

The finale is a belter. 
We’re back in the DIY store 
as McCall is being stalked 
by a gang of heavily armed 
mercenaries. Despite hav- 
ing plenty of opportunities 
to swipe a machine gun, 
McCall decides to fashion 
makeshift weapons out of 
stuff on the shelves. 

The parts for this vigi- 
lante flick may seem famil- 
iar, but Fuqua has cleverly 
managed to fashion them 
into one of the slickest 
action flicks of the year.

This is a movie where the 
characters are more inter- 
esting than the plot twists 
or comedic throwdowns (of 
which there are plenty).
